THE " GORTON" BOILER. 

*|N heating a residence, convenience and com- 
1 fort require a boiler to run the longest pos- 
sible time without care or attention, for it is 
very inconvenient to continually watch and care 
for the fire which is»necessary in a surface-burn- 
ing boiler. 

In order to get the best results from a surface- 
burning fire, it is necessary to keep a uniform 
depth of coal over the surface of the grate, thus 
requiring attention several times a day, and at 
night the fire has to be covered in order to keep 
it until morning. 

To obviate these objections, a self- feeding 
magazine boiler was made, having a reservoir 
for coal in the center of the boiler. 

In feeding, the coal has to be lifted over and 
into the top of the boiler. This is a somewhat 
serious matter, as the height of these boilers 
range from \Y Z to 6 feet, and especially as 
women and children many times have to care for 
and run them. 

The magazine, being central over the fire, the 
coal in it becomes heated to such a degree that 
gas is rapidly formed and escapes at any open- 
ing it can find; the large body of coal deposited 
in the magazine is crowded by its own weight 
down on the center of the grate, thus preventing 
the central and best heating portion of the grate 
surface from being effective and leaving only the 
outer rim or surface of the grate for active fire. 

In this connection the "Gorton" Side Feed 
Boiler, which we illustrate on this page, is 
worthy of notice, for it is, unlike any other, made 
for heating purposes. It is self-feeding, and 
yet the above objections are all remedied by 
having the coal reservoir between the lower 
outer surface of the boiler and the upper part of 
the waterleg. 

The coal in the reservoir feeds, below the 
lower edge of the boiler shell, at an angle of 45 
degrees, toward the center, and the grate being 
lowest in the center, the coal will distribute 
itself at a uniform depth over its surface, thus 
giving a surface-burning fire with ample space 
between the top of the coal and the shell of the 
boiler for perfect combustion of the gases, which 
enter the tubes at the highest temperature, and, 



passing through, return down around the shell 
before going out the smoke-pipe at the rear. 
The tubes are placed as thickly in the boiler as 
will admit of proper circulation, thus subdividing 
the water spaces and enabling the heat to act 
most effectually. Experiments have shown 
conclusively that the evaporative efficiency of 
this boiler is fully equal to that of the return 
tubular power boiler. 

The top covers being cast in sections they can

be lifted off at any time, thus making it easy to 
get at and clean the tubes without removing or 
disconnecting a single pipe.

WE have been favored with a copy of a 
sumptuous catalogue containing samples 
of stained glass windows for ecclesias- 
tical and domestic purposes, recently executed 
by Alfred Godwin, of 1325 Market street, 
Philadelphia, Pa. The ecclesiastical depart- 
ment of the catalogue contains samples of rec- 
tangular windows, and windows in the Gothic 
style, with many fine lunettes, filled with figures 
of angels, saints, Christ and His Apostles, the 
Holy Mother, and windows executed with 
Christian emblems and conventional scrollage. 
The designs throughout are characterized by a 
freshness of composition, a boldness in model- 
ing, and a splendor of coloring which render 
them eminently suitable decorations for the 
windows of sacred edifices. A tone of deep 
religious sentiment pervades the figures in the 
various groups that exhibits a true conception of 
the requirements of this special line of decora- 
tive art. The subject of the Angel of the 
Sepulchre being interviewed by the three Marys 
is a most artistic composition and is peculiarly 
emblematic of the first Easter morning of Chris- 
tendom. In the domestic department there is a 
beautiful composition of" a large transom repre- 
senting, the Nine Muses on Mount Olympus, 
represented by nine girls in classic costume in 
beautiful poses standing against a background 
of thick-leaved laurel. Many of the windows 
are simple arrangements of festoons and scrolls, 
with the introduction of wreaths and harps in 
the case of windows for music rooms, and 
cornucopias and horns of plenty in the case of 
windows for dining rooms. For a library there 
are two fine windows showing the subjects 
representing Comedy and Tragedy. The cata- 
logue is beautifully printed and bound, and is 
in itself a work of art that deserves a place on 
the library table of every decorator in the 
country.
